‘Industrial Wheels Going. 


SOCIALIST MINISTERS  , 
TALK OF ENDING WAR 


They ‘Say That Possibility 
of Meeting Situation Is by 
Peace—General Disorgani- 
zation Is Reported in All 
Big Factories. 


Petrograd, May 28.—(Via London.)— 
The industrial crisis in Russia is so 
{ acute that, according to a recent ut- 


terance of the minister of finance, M. 


Shingaroff, only a miracle can save the 


country from economic ruin. The de- 
mands of the workmen were so enor- 
mous, he declared, that it seemed im- 


possible to keep the industrial wheels 


going for any great length of time. 
The ‘socialist ministers at a recent 
ministerial council, said that the only 


possibility they saw of settling the dif- 


ficulty was to bring the war to a close. 

Neither the coalition cabinet nor the 
newly appointed commission to regulate 
the difficulties between capital and la- 
bor has yet found a way to settle the 
industrial crisis. The commission is 
composed of the ministers of finance, 
trade and industry and labor, but since 
there is ‘a wide divergence of views be- 
tween the minister of finance and the 
new socialistic minister of labor it 
seems probable. that this commission 
will be confronted with the same dif- 
ficulties that attended previous efforts 
at reconciliation, 

An investigation of the factory condi- 
ditions in Petrograd leads to the alarm- 
ing but inevitable conclusion that un- 
less the government soon finds a means 
of adjusting the present difficulties 
most of the industrial enterprises work- 
ing for national defense will be com- 
pelied to close within a few months. 

Features of Labor Situation. 

The outstanding features of the labor 
situation are as follows: 

An investigation shows that virtually 


factories in Petrograd’ and War- 
reports from the 
Mescow. Donets and Ural districts ‘al 
dicate general disorganization. In| 
many of the factories the demands by 
the workmen for increased wages are 
actually ‘greater than the entire prof- 
its of the factories under the best con- 
ditions of production. The workmen, 
through their committees, are in virtual 
command of the factories and all busi- 
ness has to be submitted to them for 
approval, Wages in a majority of the 
factories have already been increased 
from 100 to 150 per cent, but there has 
yet been no offset in an advance of price 
of output. 

In a number of the works in Petro- 
grad the workmen recently demanded 
the immediate payment of 13,000,000 ru- 
bles—normally $6,500,000—to cover an 
inerease of 15 kopecks an hour for each 
workman since the beginning of the 
war. The directors of the organization 
immediately communicated with the 
government and asked to be placed un- 
der voluntary arrest as protection 
Against the threats of the workmen, 
which, as usual, accompanied the de- 
mands. The directors were for two 
days housed in the ministry of justice. 
The government finally informed the 
directors the matter would be consid- 
ered, and with the demand of the work- 
men held temporarily in abeyance, the 
directors returned to the factory. 

An eight-hour day has become effect- 
ive in all factories. According to the 


estimate of a leading manufacturer, the 
output of these factories has suffered 
an ave e decrease of 40 per cent since 
the revolution. He explained that all 
these concerns were confronted with an 
imminent shortage of raw materials and 
with bankruptcy.

IN THE TORNADOES 
THAT STRUCK SOUTH 


The Injured in Kentucky, 
Tennescse, Alabama and 


Arkansas Are Placed Ap- 
proximately at 550. 


Revised reports from the sections of 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas and 
Alabama swept by a series of tornadoes 


lost their lives in the storm at 160 and 
the injured at approximately 550. 

Southwestern Kentucky, reports 60 
far received indicate, paid the heaviest 
toll in lives “lost. In Fulton county, 
the southwestern tip of that state, 66 
injured. In Alabama the mining camps 
ported 46 fatalities, and in Tennessee, 
Dyer and Carroll counties re- 
ported 34 dead. 

The property damage in Alabama was 
at about $1,000,000. No accu- 
rate estimate of the monetary loss in 
the other states is available, wire — 
munication still being badly crippled, 
and but little effort yet has been made 
to appraise the damage wrought. 

The town of Clinton, where twenty- 
five persons were killed and seventy- 
five injured, reported the greatest loss 
of life in Kentucky. Sixteen were

The plan of having all the burned-out 
property holders pool their holdings in 
the district into a stock company and 
then make such improvements as would 
greatly enhance the value of their prop- 
erties is meeting with favor of the com- 
mission. 

When the improvements are over 
those who have put their property into 
the stock company would be given first 
chance to get it back and those whose 
properties have been utilized in rear. 
ranging streets and parks will be given 
equitable adjustment, and also given a 
lot in some other part of the district. 

Cost Will be $500,000. 

Prominent real estate men and finan-

Atlanta First to Respond. 

The action of Yaarab temple makes 
Atlanta the first city in the south to 
respond to the government’s need for 
Red Cross ambulance corps for the big 
army that will be sent across the At- 


lantic. 
Ever since war was declared the no- 


‘}bles of Yaarab temple have been de- 


sirous of taking some actien that would 
be of benefit, and Potentate Andrews 
has been investigating the manner in 
which the temple could best serve the 
needs of the nation. Through Dr. Guy 
Snavely, southern division head of the 
Red Cross sociéty, he arranged for the 
financing and equipment of a Red Cross 
ambulance corps. 

After consulting wit} me Yaarab 
finance committee and leading nobles 


arrangements were made to finance the 


‘corps’ and Dr. “Brewer, senior 
physician to -Yaarab temple, a well- 
known member of the medical profes- 
sion in Atlanta, was detailed from the 
officers’ medical reserve corps, U. S. A. 
as captain, to organize the company, 
which will be known as the Yaarab 
Temple Red Cross ambulance corps, and 
be composed largely of members of 
Yaarab temple. 
' Will Organize Corps. 


hs Dr. Brewer will immediately organize 


the corps, which will consist of twelve 
ambulances, one doctor captain, four 
first lieutenant doctors, one first ser- 
geant, ten sergeants, twenty chauffeurs, 
four mechanics, two cooks, two assist- 
ant cooks, forty-five privates and five 
orderlies. 

The government has already noti- 
fied Dr. Brewer that a United States 
army officer, in charge of Red Cross 
work, will come immediately to At- 
lanta to assist in the organization of 
the corps, and as soon as it is ready 
it will proceed to Allentown, Pa., the 
headquarters of the Red Cross divi- 
sion, where it will be outfitted and 
the members trained for the arduous 
and dangerous work they will under- 
take in France. 

The date of departure for France is 
naturally unknown, as a strict censor- 
ship over movement of troops and Red 
Cross units is maintained by the gov- 
ernment, but as the need of ambu- 
lance divisions in France is great, it 
will not be long until Yaarab Temple 
and Atlanta will be represented at the 
front. 

Werk With French Division. 

Dr. Brewer has been informed that 
the Yaarab Temple Red Cross Ambu- 
lance corps will be used in connection 
with the French division only until the 
United States hag a force of men in 
the field, when it will be one of the 
first to be transferred to minister 
to the needs of our own soldiers. 

Announcement of this patriotic ac- 
tion by Yaarab Temple ie sure to meet 
with greatest commendation in At- 
lanta and the south, and will undoubt- 
edly result in dozens of Shrine tem- 
ples taking similar action. Many have 
contributed small sums that have been 
swallowed up in the general fynd of 
the Red Cross, but Yaarab Temple's 
move sets a precedent in Shrinedom 
that will more than ever emphasize 
the high esteem in which the temple 
and city of Atlanta are held all over 
the North American continent.

President Kutler, of the Union of 
Trade and Industry, attended a re- 
cent conference of the council of min- 
isters and laid before it figures show- 
ing that the demands of the workmen 
of the Donets and Ural districts far 
exceeded the profits which any con- 
cerns could hope te realize and that 
the factories could operate under pres- 
ent conditions for only a limited time. 
The socialist ministers, who were 
present, declared that the only pos- 
sibility they saw of settling the ques- 
tion was winding up the war, first of 


all. 

Mr. Kutler said that in eighteen 
metal establishments in the Donets 
districts, with a capitalization of 195,- 
000,000 rubles and annual profits of 
75,000,000, the workmen had demanded 
an increase of 240,000,000 rubles. The 
owners had agreed to 64,000,000, but 
the workmen refused to accept this. 

In some of the works, according to 
the statement of a representative of 
the union, the owners decided to cede 
all the profits to the workmen, but 
even this did not meet their exorbitant 
demands. 

The demands in the southern Rus- 
sian factors amounts to 800,000,000 
rubles. If these demands are met, iron 
and coal would have to rise to unheard 
of prices. In the Urals the ificrease 
in wages demanded reaches 30,000,000 
rubles, while the annual business does 
not exceed 200,000,000.

RATE INCREASE OPPOSED 
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Brother Believes Death Re- 
sult of Accident or Foul 
Play—Two Young Women 
at Same Hotel Try to End 
Lives. | 


City detectives yesterday started an 
investigation of the death of C. W. 
Felker, Jr., at the Wilson hotel on 
Sunday night, which was followed 
within a few hours by attempts on 
the part of two young .women, guests 
of the same hotel, to take their lives 
by the poison route. The two women, 
Mrs. J. S. Shelton and Miss Pauline | 
Cooper, are now recovering. 


committed suicide, his friends and 
relatives refuse to accept this theory 
and believe hie end the result of ac- 
cident or of foul play. No motive has 
been found which would have caused 
him to seek death and no note of any 
kind was left by him, it is stated. 

Mr. Felker stated that he believed his 
brother might have fallen out of. the 
window, or that he may have met with 
foul play in some manner not yet clear, 
and that committing suicide was the 
last thing that his brother would have 
done. He added that there was abso- 
lutely no reason for his brother to end 
his life. Physicians at Grady hospital 
told the dead man’s brother that C. W. 
Felker stated on the operating table he 
had tried to commit suicide, and if his 
effort was unsuccessful he would try 
again. 

Had Swallewed Arsenic. 
That he swallowed a small amount 
of arsenic earlier in the evening was 
the statement of internes at the hos- 
pital. 

“He was one of the finest chaps I ever 
knew,” said Horace Holleman, of the 
Southern Mortgage company, son of the 
president. “He was not in any kind of 
financial difficulty that I am aware of, 
and he never had a love affair that I 
know of. I'd known him about four 
years and I cannot throw any light upon 
his reason for wahting to end his life.” 

His death came as a surprise to every 
one who knew him, as he was a popu- 
lar and unusually genially inclined 
young man. He was the second son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Walton Felker, of Mon- 
roe, Ga., and lived in Monroe until about 
six years ago, when he came to Atlanta 
to work. His father is with the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical company and 
is stationed in Savannah. He is sur- 
vived by his father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. C. W. Felker; three brothers, W. P. 
Felker, of Macon; John Felker, of Ath- 
ens, and Howell Felker, of Company H, 
Second Georgia infantry, stationed at 
Jacksonville, Fla., and three sisters, 
‘Mrs. John D. Kent and Mrs. Hugh Chaf- 
fin, of Monroe, and Miss Ruth Felker, 
of Brenau college, Gainesville.

The range of the storm at that place 
was from west to east. Leaving Carbon 
Hill it struck Garagoesa, and almost 
wiped that place off the map, but fur- 
ther than this meager information noth- 
ing is known of thedamge at the latter 
place. The home of Robert Lay, about 
six miles east of Jasper, was reported 
to have been picked up by the storm 
and carried for a distance of several 
hundred feet, then shattered into splin- 
ters and parts blown hundreds of yards. 
In the house were the owner with 
his wife, three children and a man 
named John M. Wilder. Wilder was in- 
stantly killed, but the Lay family es- 
caped with severe injuries. 

A short distance beyond the Lay 
home another house was swept 2 89 2 
the owner, with his family, saving their 
lives by reaching a storm cellar just a 
moment before the house was picked up 
and carried away. ° 

The fury of the wind, as described 
by those who escaped with their lives, 
is vouched for by the clean path of the 
tornado. At Bradford it is said that 
it is impossfble to tell just where a 
cabin or hduse stood, only by those who 
were familiar with the location prior to 
the storm. The scene, as described by 
those who aided in the rescue work, is 
one of extreme suffering for those who 
were not instantly killed. 

At Village Springs, while there was 
only one killed, a negro infant, the town 
is practically a pile of debris, almost 
everything in the form of a structure 
having been razed and strewn all over 
that section. ony one store and three 
houses stand in the village today. 

Birmingham was called upon for am- 
bulances, surgeons and rescue workers, 
a special train going to Bradford and 
many automobiles to Sayre.

FOUR ARE KILLED 
NEAR TUSCALOOSA. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., May 28.—Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Christian and two negroes 
were killed, the Christian, infant . so 
badly injured that it will die and seven 
negroes were injured by the tornado 
which passed over Tuscaloosa county 
Sunday night. 

Seven negroes at Jerusalem were fa- 
tally injured. 

The Christians and two negroes were 
killed near Windham Springs, on the 
line between Tuscaloosa and Fayette 
counties. The storm passed three miles 
east of this city, cutting a path half a 
mile wide. Hundreds of houses were 
demolished and many head of stock 
killed. Thousands of dollars worth of 
property damage was done. The only 
fatalities were at Windham Springs and 
Jerusalem.

News r hed Nashville tonight from 
Sharon, Tenn., to the effect that the 
cyclone completely wrecked the negro 
section of that town, killing six per- 
sons and injuring many others. All 
the doctors in Martin were rushed to 
Sharon to care for the wounded.

At Finger, in McNairy county, six 
persons were seriously hurt.

Mr. Hoover announced today, through 
the aid of state foéd councils, state of- 
ficials, the Women's National Defense 
Council and civic associations. 

“It is the idea of thw food adminis- 
tration.“ said Mr. Hoover today, “to ask 
every woman who presides. over a 
household to come in as an actual mem- 
ber of the food administration, to be 
thus entitled to the badge of the admin- 


istration and to sign a written pledge 
to carry out the advice and instruction 
of the food administration as far as her 
circumstances permit. 

“It is proposed to divide this vast 
army into states, and direct its activi- 
ties through the state organizations and 
state officials. 
of a national character will be added to 
ene ot the state and local organiza- 

ons. 

“Instructions will thus be handed 
down ‘to each individual member from 
time to time. It is proposed that such 
advice and instruction should be direct 
and absolutely specific and to ‘he em- 
braced in the following general lines, 
all based on the fact that we can eat 
plenty if we eat wisely and without 
waste: 

“Elimination of Waste: Out of our 
abundance have come many careless 
customs: that must be curbed or 
changed. We must learn to imitate the 
race thrift of the housewife of France, 
who has so ably’ seconded the soldier 
members of her family by home sav- 
ings. The gospel of the clean plate, of 
individual service. of the same size as 
individual appetite, must become uni- 
versal. 

“Substitutions: Local products must 
be used instead of those from further 
afield to save transportation and to en- 
courage local production. During the 
summer season a large Gropertion of 
vegetables should be used in order to 
save those staples which are most easily 
kept. The use of staples with which we 
are familiar, such as corn bread, should 
be encouraged to save those which our 
allies need. 

“Educational Advice: A comprehen- 
sive series of studies of food values and 
of advantageous buying and prepara- 
tion of food is to be placed before our 
women iby the agencies now available. 
Stimulation of the preservation of per- 
ishable foods for subsequent household 
use will be encouraged in every way. 

“Tt may well be that the women of 
America will play a deciding part in 
the great war if the legislation now 
pending in regard to the food adminis- 
tration becomes law.“

To Bleck Rate Advance. 

Representative W. C. Adamson, chair- 
man of the committee interstate and 
foreign commerce, today proposed an 
amendment to the act to regulate com- 
merce, which will take the place of the 
proposal of Senator Hoke Smith that 
combats the increase of freight rates 
15 per cent. The amendment of the 
Georgia congressman is drawn in ac- 
cord with the view of the interstate 
commerce commission and administra- 
tion authorities, and provides that dur- 
ing the war in which the United States 
is now engaged no freights in force 
on May 1. 1917, shall be increased. 
and that during the continuance of said 
War, it shall be unlawful for any car- 
rier to pay directly or indirectly or for 
and vendor to charge or receive a higher 
price for supplies, coal, steel, fron or 
other supplies, or material used by the 
common carriers than the prices pre- 
vailing June 1, 1916, or any price paid 
by the United States government at the 
time of any such purchase by said car- 
rier. Any violation of the provisions 
af the act, or of any order issued in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act 
shall constitute a misdemeanor. Any 
corporation guilty of such misde- 
meanor shall be punishable by a fine of 
not more than $50,000, and any officer 
thereof participating may, in addition 
to such fine, be imprisoned not more 
than five years, and any other person 
guilty of such misdemenaor shall. be 
punishable by a fine of not more an 
$10,000 or by imprisonment of not more 
than five years, or both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the 
court. 


Howard on Coal Prices.

Ambassador Spring Rice has notified 
the etate department that the indica- 
tions are that “Chief Sam“ rossly 
misled the immigrants and finally de- 
serted them, leaving many in destitu- 
tion.

EXPLOSION OCCURS 
ON AMERICAN VESSEL 


Havana, May 28.—An explosion oc- 
curred today in the hold of the Ameri- 
can steamer Lackawanna while its 
cargo of coal was being unloaded at 
a dock in the harbor. None of the 
crew was injuted nor was the vessel 
appreciably damaged by the explosion 
or the fire which followed. The blaze 
was quickly extingtished, Three work- 
men, two bans and a Spaniard, were 
injured, however, the Cubans seriously.

A LOW PRICE FOR COTTON. 


: 6 As strange as it may seem, 21 cents, and 
‘even 22 cents, a pound is a low price for 
cotton these days. In the absence of war

' eonditions it might have been different, but 
world markets now stand the southern

James H. Collins said in the course of his 
splendid testimonial to Atlanta in Monday's 
Constitution that the fire of May 21 “can 
be charged to lack of city planning.”

And right here and*now Atlanta is af- 
forded a splendid opportunity to profit im- 
measurably as the result of its recent con- 
flagration..

The fire can be charged up to lack of 
city planning. Those neglected slums, 
and improperly constructed buildings, and 
all other contributing causes, grew out 
of failure to provide wisely for the fu- 
ture, and out of political compromises 
‘and makeshifts. These are not the fault 
of any person or party, but simply the 
outcome of Atlanta’s failure to realize 
her own best interests in their entirety.”

Atlanta, when destroyed by fire a little 
more than fifty years ago, was a small town 
of about 9,000 inhabitants. But it always 
has been a town of push and vim; and in 
the intervening span, brief as the ages of 
cities go, it has become a lusty city of al- 
most a quarter of a million. : 

It attained its proportions just anyhow! 
Certainly by nobody’s direction, nor accord- 
ing to any fixed plan in the direction of any 
precise end. Like Mrs. Stowe’s “Topsy,” it

As folks came they built homes where, 
how and of whatever materials they pleased. 
As the population swelled additions to the 
city were made and the corporate bounds 
from time to time expanded to take them in. 
Streets were laid out and graded; following 
calf-paths, army-trails, ravines and the lines 
of least resistance.

An excess above 
what is necessary acts injuriously by 
holding the oil in solution when the. mixed 
vapors are condensed, and if the proportion 
be very large it is possible that no oil 
whatever may be obtained separate. On the 
contrary if the quantity be too small, the 
whole of the oll will not be distilled and there 


will be danger of the substance in the still’ 


adhering to the sides of the vessel and thus 
become burnt. 

After the distillation of any one oil, it is 
necessary that the apparatus should be thor- 
oughly cleansed before being used for the 
preparation of another. 

The water saturated with oil should be 
preserved for use in future distillations, as it 
ean dissolve no more of the oil. 

When first procured, the oils have a dis- 


| agreeable odor from which they may be freed 


by allowing them to stand for some days in 
vessels loosely covered with paper. 
The Sassafras Tree. 

The sassafras tree is regarded by most 
farmers as a great pest; here is a chance to 
utilize. it. 

The proportion of oil yielded by the root 
of sassafras is variously stated at from less 
than 1 to somewhat more than 2 per cent. 
The bark of the root would afford a larger 
amount. The usual yield: is said to be one 
pound from three bushels of the root. The 
root, chopped fine by machinery, has steam 
forced through it in a closed tub, and the 
oil is then distilled in the ordinary way. 

Oll of pennyroyal is to be distilled from 
the leaves and the flowering tops of the 
plant. : . 

Oil of birch is obtained by maceration 
and distillation from the bark of the sweet 
birch. This is also known as cherry birch, 
black birch and mountain mahogany and is in- 
digenous to the Blue Ridge section as far 
as South Carolina and Georgia. In com- 
merce this oil of sweet birch is chiefly sold 
as the oil of wintergreen, It is largely dis- 
tilled by mountaineers or small farmers in 
South Carolina and Georgia, and at the price 
it readily commands it would be very prof- 
itable to produce this oil alone. 

Qil of cedar: an ordinary turpentine still 
used in distilling wood turpentine” would 
answer for the purpose of distilling the oil 
of cedar leaves and cedar wood. These 
two oils have a steady demand and just at 
present there is a great scarcity of the cedar 
leaf and at a price net of five times greater 
than that of the cedar wood; why this 
should be, I am unable to understand, as 
the leaves are certainly the easiest to obtain 
and yield a greater amount of oil, as far 
as I am able to judge.

Our cotton seed oil milla could be used 
to express oil from peach kernels, sometimes 
known as oll of sweet almonds, and has a 
ready sale at 25c a pound, and no doubt will 
be much higher. It is very valuable to 
pharmacists in the manufacture of toilet 
preparations. In addition to that, I would 
suggest that the kernels could be dried and 
sold to confectioners in place of roasted 
bitter almonds; that the meal made by grind- 
ing the dried kernels is also used in the man- 
ufacture of toilet articles and ‘the price of 
this article is 25c a pound. Some six or 
seven years ago I commented, through your 
paper, upon the great waste in our peach 
orchards, not only in allowing the culls to 
rot upon the ground when they might have 
been dried, but on the valuable oil and meal 
that could be made of the kernels wasted. 
You were kind enough at the time to pub- 
lish an editorial on the subject, but I have 
never heard of anyone attempting to extract 
the oil or obtain the meal from them. Per- 
haps we will have better success this time.

‘The measure under consideration by 


the Brazilian chamber was drafted by 


the committee on foreign relations. 
It recommends the cancellation of the

States. 

Under this bill President Braz is au- 
thorized to take the necessary steps 
to make the measure effective.

The English Lightweight 


‘Title Helder Knocked Out 
in the Ninth Round of Ten- 
Round Match in New York. 
Welsh Badly Punished. 


New York, May 28.—Benny Leonard 
won the world's light-weight cham- 
ship by knocking out Freddie 
elgh in the ninth round of a ten- 
round match here tonight. 

Welsh’s downfall came at the end of 
a series of rushes by Leonard that 
drove him from corner to corner. The 
champion had taken a severe beating 
during the early’ rounds and the pun- 
#shment had begun to tell when the 
gong for the ninth round sounded. 

Leonard, fresh as the moment he 
had entered the ring, jumped forward 
and met the champion as he was leav- 
ing his corner and delivered a shower 
of” lefts and rights to the face and 
head. a 

Welsh vainly trying to ward off the 
blows, worked his way into Leonard's 
corner, where Leonard succeeded in 
reaching him with a smashing right 
on the jaw. Welsh fell on one knee 
and hugged the ropes. 

His strength gone, he strove weakly 
to strike a fighting pose. As he left the 
ropes, Leonard landed and Welsh hit the 
floor. He struggled to his feet twice 
more, but each time he was met by 
Leonard's rights to the face and head, 
and again he fell to the floor. 


Welsh Takes Count of Nine. 


Again the champion took the count of 
nine before he rose from the last knock- 
down. He tried to stand, but fell across 
the ropes. 

It was only a question of moments 
when he would have fallen and been 
counted out. At this point Referee Mc- 
Partiand leaped between the two men, 
pushing Leonard away, and carried the 
defeated champion to his corner. A 
score of men occupying ringside seats 
jumped into the ring and, lifting the 
new champion to their shoulders, car- 
ried him in triumphal procession around 
the hall. 

While the crowd wae cheering itself 
hoarse, Welsh sat in a daze in his cor- 

“ner. When he had recovered somewhat 
and was told by his handlers of his 
defeat, he refused to believe them and 
fought fiercely to return to the center 
of the ring. It was Leonard’s fight 
throughout. He took the offensive in 
the first round and held it until the 
end. There was never a moment when 
he was in danger and although the 
champion fought valiantly and succeed- 
ed in landing many blows, they ap- 
peared to have little effect. Welsh 
seemed to have lost his judgment of dis- 
tance, for he missed repeatedly. From 
the first gong Leonard tore into the 
champion with ruthless persistency. He 
rained lefts and rights to the face and 
head at will. Welsh, disconcerted by 
his opponent’s tactics, seemed worried 
when the round ended. 

In all of the succeeding rounds Leon- 
ard concentrated his efforts on Welsh’s 
body and succeeded in whipping his 
right repeatedly to the champion’s 
stomach. It was this blow, persistently 
used, that wore the champion down. 

Leonard weighed in at 133 pounds; 
Welsh at 136%. 

Welsh Won Title in 1914. 


Freddie Welsh won the world's light- 
weight championship by receiving the 
referee's decision after outboxing Willie 
Ritchie, the American titleholder, in a 
20-round ‘bout in London, July 7, 1914. 
Previous to tonight’s contest Leonard 
and Welsh met twice in no-decision 10 
round bouts. 

Leonard was born in New York city in 
1886. His recent knockout of Ritchie 
Mitchell, of Milwaukee, caused him to 
be regarded as a contender for the 
world’s title. 

Leonard, the new world’s champion 
lightweight, will not “wait for con- 
scription,” but will enlist in the United 
States army after a six-round bout in 
Philadelphia next Monday night, his 
manager, Billy Gibson, announced after 
the fight.

London, May 28.— An official state- 
ment issued here today says that 
counting the Americans serving in the 
British and French armies and the ad- 
ditional units ordered to France, there 
will shortly be 100,000 Americans in 
France. 

The statement says 3.500 war air- 
planes will be constructed, and 6,000 
aviators trained in the United States 
this year. : 

The official statement was issued by 
the British war office today with the 
object of showing America’s complete 
participation in the war and its ability 
to give immediate powerful aid. It re- 
fers to the draft bill, which will give 
an army of 2,000,000 men, and says 
there are 8 of the greatest suc- 
cess for the loan, of which $750,000,000 
already has been advanced to the en- 
tente allies. 

The statement declares that flotillas 
of destroyers are co-operating with the 
entente allies in the submarine peas; 
that one army division, a force of 
rines and nine regiments of 42 
have been ordered to France, and that 
10,000 doctors and many nurses have 
been ordered to England, hundreds of 
these having already arrived. 

Details are given of the increase in 
the national guard and the regular army 
and the doub * of the navy personnel.

“Forty thousand young Americans of 
the best type are now assembled in six- 
teen camps to receive intensive train- 
ing with a view | to becoming officers 
in the new army.”

DEALERS IN FOODSTUFFS 
HEAPING UP FORTUNES 


New York, May 28.—Joseph Hartigan, 
city commissioner of weights and meas- 
ures, declared tonight that never in 
the city’s history had so much money 
been made by individuals and corpora- 
tions dealing in foodstuffs as in the 
last few months. 

“While foods have been kept in 
abundance in storehouses and while 
prices have been advancing by leaps 
and bounds,” asserted Mr. Hartigan, 
“no thought has been given to the con- 
sumer. The dealers have said: ‘Here 
is our golden opportunity’ and they 
have seized it.“ 

Reports made to him by inspectors 
of his department, Mr. Hartigan said, 
showed that the food jobbers and brok- 
ers resented government interference 
with speculation which they called 
“business acumen.” 

“The wholesalers are surprised and 
disappointed that the government 
should place so little reliance upon 
their ability to handle the situation 
without governmental interference,” 
added Mr. Hartigan. The govern- 
ment’s effort will not work well, they 
say, because it will take so long to 
set in operation and because the high- 
ly complicated food trade will be tam- 
pered with by men of little or no ex- 
perience.”
